A gem found along Hwy 52 Yard Sale 


While exploring the 
Hwy 52 yard sale route 
last Friday and Saturday, 
a gem was found. As it 
turns out, a historic one 
at that. 

Foggy Mountain Mill 
Co. is run by Glenn and 
Kathy Kincaid. They 
started operating the mill 
in 2000; or should I say 
started back at the mill 
business. Glenn’s father 
Harold operated a mill 
for many years on the 
river below where the 
Apple Market now stands. 

He stopped in the mid 
1960s. For many years 
people would come and 
have their com milled into 

either corn meal or cow feed at the mill Glenn’s father ran. 

Today Glenn and Kathy take in people’s com to turn it into corn meal. They take it in 
when it is brought to them; hold it until they get enough to start up the mill. They then 

call the folks that brought in com and 
tell them they will be milling on that 
day. He said that people want to be 
there, to watch it being milled. 

The Kincaids have hopes of maybe 
expanding their shop to include other 
homegrown items, ‘Kentucky Proud’ 
items to sell along with the com meal 
they offer. The thought of having a 
Fall Festival has also crossed their 
minds and they have hopes of having 
one on the site in the near future. 

They always have com meal avail¬ 
able should you want to call them 
and get a bag or more. They ship it 
anywhere if you want as well. They 
even have a woman in Florida that 
orders it often. 

The Kincaids also travel around 
the state to share the operation of the 
Grist Mill with others. They show 
children how it was done in the 
old days at Appalachian Day in the 
elementary schools. The grist mill 
Glenn uses was built in 1935 and the 
motor that mns the mill was from the 
1920s. Although it’s not the same mill 
his father used, it is along the same 

lines, granite stones are used to grind the com into meal, 
just like it was when his father did all those years ago, the 
way it was always done. 

There is something about the way the corn meal tastes 
when it’s done the old way. It is so much more of an intense 
flavor. Before I left Kathy offered me a piece of com bread 
she had made with the corn meal they had grinded and it 
was wonderful; moist, and rich in flavor. 

It is said that we need to remember history so we don’t 
repeat it. In this case, I think when history repeats itself,

Otherwise, as their homes fill with guests who are there to pay their 
respects, they have to weave around the equipment. We had very good, above-average 
family satisfaction with DME over the years, but we still think we can improve upon that 
with the new company.”

Streetscape could begin 
soon, mayor says 


Beattyville Mayor John Smith 
told the members of the city council 
Monday night that the next phase of 
the Streetscape project has been ap¬ 
proved, and that bidding should begin 
in 21 days. 

The bids, he said, would be opened 
by mid-August, which would permit 
some of the work to begin in Septem¬ 
ber or October. However, what effect 
that work might have on the annual 
Woolly Worm festival could influence 
when the work actually begins. 

Also during Monday night’s meeting, 
Smith told the council that the pools of 
water in the river are good, and there 
is no need to curtail water usage at 
this time. 

The recent drought has caused numer¬ 
ous Kentucky communities, including 
some upstream from Beattyville, to 


that 10 people have signed up to partici¬ 
pate in a grant-writing workshop. She 
said at least five more need to sign up 
for the workshop to be held. 

The council gave the second readings 
to the personnel policy/pay class/job 
description and to the water tap-on fee 
increase. 

Tipton provided the end of the fiscal 
year reports, which show that the city 
was in the black in both its General 
Fund and its Water Works Fund. 

The General Fund had been budgeted 
at $951,010 for revenues and expenses. 
The revenues came in over budget at 
$976,039, and expenses were below 
projections at $886,509. 

“We are moving in the right di¬ 
rection,” Smith said in a telephone 
interview Tuesday. “We had a better- 
than-expected revenue stream, and ev- 
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initiate voluntary restrictions. 

Council Member Sam Cockerham 
asked that the city contact the Ken¬ 
tucky Highway Department about 
conducting a traffic study at the inter¬ 
section of the new Beattyville By-pass 
and KY 1411, which goes up to and 
from the high school. 

He said it is difficult to see oncoming 
traffic, and he believes there should be 
light at the intersection. 

City Treasurer Terry Tipton reported 
that the water/county trash billing pro¬ 
cess is doing well. 

Council Member Teresa Mays said 


eryone, all employees, helped contain 
our expenses. 

“Cash flow is still tough at the end 
of each quarter, and the next fiscal year 
will be tighter. 

The city’s General Fund has suffered 
in recent years, usually ending in the 
red. This is the first year it has been in 
the black in recent memory. 

Water Works had been budgeted at 
$ 1,865,200 for revenues and expenses. 
Revenues were down - $1,765,282, 
but expenses were held down to 
$1,662,504. 


Lack of broadband 
leads to dispute 


group of citizens, not pleased 
with the amount of broadband coverage 
being provided in the county, took their 
displeasure to Monday’s meeting of the 
Lee County Fiscal Court. 

The group, led by community activ¬ 
ists Norma Moore and Phyllis McCord, 
said that when the contract to build the 
network was given, they were told that 
70 percent of the county would be able 
to get the service. That number later 
dropped to 50 percent, and is now at 
33 percent. 

They said that the company, Altius 
Communications, received $700,000 in 
grant money, “and they scammed us.” 

The group said they have been in 
contact with an attorney, and have 
discussed a possible class-action law¬ 
suit. 

Judge/Executive Steve Mays said 
there is a board that is in charge of the 
program, and that he would get the 
telephone number of the appropriate 
person for the group to call. 

The group said they want a town 
meeting to air their grievances to the 
board. 

Mays said he also is disappointed, 
and that he is working with another 
company that is installing the service 
in Heidelberg and Yellow Rock. 

He said he has contacted the Peoples 
Rural Telephone Cooperative about 
them possibly providing the service 
in Lee County. He said he expects to 
hear from them after their next board 
meeting. 

Mays said the county had to purchase 


window air-conditioning after an ap¬ 
parent lightening strike destroyed the 
unit on top of the building. A new unit 
has been ordered. 

He said that after it is installed, the 
window units could be used as a start 
for a loan program to senior citizens. 

Also during Monday’s regular 
meeting, the court rehired all county 
employees as their current positions 
and salaries. The employees are also to 
receive a two percent pay increase. 

Casey Helton was hired as a full¬ 
time, probationary EMT at $8 an 
hour. 

Tina Hunter was moved to full-time 
status as Solid Waste clerk/administra¬ 
tive assistant at $9.60 per hour. 

A resolution was approved for the 
Sheriff’s Department to apply for a 
Homeland Security grant for mobile 
data computers. 

Approval was given to a resolution 
for support of requesting an establish¬ 
ment of a full-service veterans hospital 
to be located somewhere in the Fifth 
Congressional District.

According to statistics from 
the National Safe Boating 
Council, in 2010 there were 
625 reported boating fatalities 
nationwide. Approximately 
6000 people drowned across 
the US, and two thirds of these 
people never intended on be¬ 
ing in the water. The majority 
of these fatalities could have 
been prevented if the victims 
had been wearing their life 
jackets. Find a lifejacket that 
is right for you and is designed 
for your recreational activity. 
Check the label on the inside 


of the jacket to be sure that it 
is US Coast Guard approved, 
and make sure the life jacket 
fits you properly. 

Remember, accidents cannot 
be predicted but they can be 
prevented. Although you may 
never be the cause of an ac¬ 
cident, it is never a guarantee 
that you won’t be a part of one. 
Make sure that any time you 
are operating a boat you are 
using your kill switch. Snap 
it to your life jacket and, with 
this combination you are sure 
to be safe on the water. Using 
alcohol while on the water 
is one of the top 3 causes of 
drowning in the nation. Be 
safe and don’t drink while 
you’re operating a boat. 

When you come to the lake 
to play, wear your life jacket 
and live to play another day. 
Wear it any time you plan on 
being in, on, or around the 
water. The staffs at Buckhorn

CREEPING INTO THE EYE 


While we usually 
associate herpes simplex 
vims with cold sores, herpes 
simplex virus type 1 (HSV- 
1) can also affect the eyes. 
Usually, only one eye is 
affected, and the infection 
involves the cornea (the 
transparent dome at the front 
of the eye). How does this 
happen? It may help to know 
that the name “Herpes” comes 
from the Greek word meaning 
“to creek.” In the majority 
of cases, exposure to herpes 
occurs during childhood. 
Then, after remaining 
dormant for many years, it 
may be reactivated and spread 
down the nerves to the face 
and/or eye due to reasons 
not completely understood. 
In order to treat superficial 
corneal infections, antiviral 
drops and antiviral ointments 
may be all that are needed.
